This time around, art imitates life 
to a good degree as the sisters play 
sisters in the Leave It To Jane 
Theatre production of Leonard 
Bernstein’s musical Wonderful 
Town, playing at the Kaasa Theatre 
until Jan. 17. The show tells the 
story of two Ohio-born sisters who 
travel to New York during the 1930s 
to find fame and fortune — one as a 
writer, one as an actor. 

The sisters are played by the 
Ohio-born Ryan sisters, one of 
whom, Bridget, has moved to NYC 
to find fame and fortune (or even 
just a little notoriety) as an actor. 
The family affair aspect keeps 
growing, too. Her husband, actor 
David Horak, also performs in the 

show. And the sisters’ father, LITJ 
artistic director Tim Ryan, directs 

“The joy factor is pretty high,” 
Tim said, of directing his daughters 

But do they take direction well? 

“There are things I would get 
away with saying to anyone else 
but if I try it with them, they just 
look at me, they give me this look, 
and I’m dead in the water,” Tim 
explained. 

The sisters’ birth order is 
reversed for the show, though. 
Bridget, the younger of the two, 

plays the older head-strong sister, 
Ruth. 

“This brings me some small vic- 
tory because all these years I've 
been saying that I’m the older one, 
cognitively, and anyway, life is 
more clearly strewn across my 

face,” said Bridget. 

She enjoys the role because the 
character is strong and indepen- 
dent. 

“The show is so excellently dated 
because Ruth, in that time, guys 
don’t even want to look at a gir! like 
her because she is strong and inde- 
pendent and she speaks her mind. 
But today that is so completely 
turned around that she is the 
coolest chick I have ever seen,” she 
said. 

The show isn’t very well-known 

but Kate predicts it will gain a 
stronger reputation and get caught 


up in the revival of old Broadway 
musicals. In this production 
Bernstein wrote a little bit of every- 
thing, Kate says. 

“The music is excellent. We've 
been wanting to do this for a long 
time,” she said. With a cast of 12, 
the songs will at least be powerful. 

“We're kind of taking a chance 
here,” Kate says of the show, “but 
everyone's going all out for this 
one.”

It 
is possible some local theatre com- 
panies could have trouble landing 
the shows they want, when it 
comes to booking hold-over per- 
formances. If touring theatre com- 
panies now have a chance of per- 
forming in the Calgary Fringe 
immediately following the 
Edmonton Fringe, the list of possi- 
ble hold-overs could be shortened 

“It’s tough to say what might 
happen to hold-overs because we 
don’t know what the hold-overs 
will be until the end of the festi- 
val,” said Lindenbach. 

“A lot of the companies set out 
to tour right across Canada on the 
(Fringe Festival) circuit and I 
think they would take that oppor- 
tunity of performing in Calgary as 
a sure thing over risking being 
held over. Because that way, at 
least your show will be up during 
that time — a hold-over is a guess 
that you would be a success,” he 
said. 

And the definition of success at 
the Fringe doesn’t necessarily 
mean selling tickets. It’s not only 
the sell-out shows that local com- 
panies court for hold-over perfor- 
mances 

“Some people may find a show 


think didn’t do 
as well as it might have and should 
be held over anyway,” Lindenbach 
said. “The festival is so artist 
focused, the hold-over may not be 
a commercial success but some- 
one thinks more people should see 
it.” 

David Hennessey, general man- 
ager of Theatre Network, agrees. 
His company scouts for possible 
hold-over shows when the festival 
begins and strikes deals in the 
Fringe’s dying days. 

But Hennessey says there are 
never any guarantees when it 
comes to picking hold-over shows, 
anyway. 

“There are a lot of companies 
that are continuing on to Victoria 
right after the Edmonton Fringe, 
so when we ask them if they'll per- 
form here, they can’t,” Hennessey 
said. “That’s just the way it goes. 
And if other shows happen to be 
booked to perform in Calgary, 
then that’s the way that goes, too.” 

The Calgary festival is the result 
of efforts by University of Calgary 
Student Union vice-president Miki 
Stricker, who wanted the SU to be 
a part of the new local festival. 

Stricker was joined by two 
members of Calgary’s Loose 
Moose Theatre to get the idea off 
the ground.

Wi fi esus Christ, people are so 
J incredibly racist. So I think 
when you can expose that 
kind of thing, it really lends an 
edge to a bad job 
story.” 

So states 
Carellin 
Brooks, edi- 
tor of anew 
book out of Vancouver, aptly titled 
Bad Jobs. She's referring to one 
particularly sorry tale submitted 
by a Caucasian, former delivery 
guy for a Chinese take-out restau- 
rant. But the book contains details 
of other disturbing forms of preju- 
dice. 

That must partly explain why 
Edmonton New Democrat MLA 
Dr. Raj Pannu’s recollection of a 
construction-site painting job in 
early-1960s England is so compel- 
ling. But in his case, the promin- 
ence of racism isn’t the only rea- 
son, nor is it the only reason why 
Bad Jobs is a compelling read. 

Brooks, who claims to enjoy her 
current job as listings co-ordinator 
and occasional freelance writer for 
Xtra West, a biweekly publication 
serving Vancouver's gay and les- 
bian community, solicited the 
anecdotes by getting friends 
across North America to put up 
posters in alternative book stores, 
cafés and other likely Gen-X hang- 
outs. She considered more than 

100 submissions and included 31 
in the final product. Some had 
been published previously, mainly 
in independent zines with names 
like McJob and This Magazine. 

Bad Jobs portrays its share of 
racism, sexism and homophobia. 
But more than anything, it’s full of 
humor, inevitably expressed by 
people who now have the luxury 
of looking back on a difficult situa- 
tion because they've either quit or 
been fired from their bad jobs. 

“I wanted it to be a fun book to 
read,” Brooks admitted. 

Apparently North Americans 
have fun hearing about people’s 










bad jobs. If you happen to be in 
Madison, Wisconsin this month, 
hit the Esquire Theatre for a 
revival of the 1997 smash hit Temp 
Slave. The 
musical was 
inspired by a 
os nationally-dis- 
tributed, 
Madison-based 
zine by the same name, a 
name that makes reference to 
temp agencies that seek to line up 
prospective — usually inexperi- 
enced or low skill-level — workers 
with employment on a day-to-day 
basis. There’s also a suc- 
cessful book, 
published in aug 
1997 by 
indepen- 
dent publisher 
Garrett County Press, entitled Best 
of Temp Slave. 

Jeff Kelly, creator and publisher 
of Temp Slave, says bad jobs are 
definitely a cultural phenomena. 
And he can recount the history to 
prove it. 

“For the longest time, A Process 
World was operating out of San 
Francisco,” he recalled. “They 
started documenting people’s 
workplace situations in the early 
’80s. That ended in 1992 and I 
started my zine in "93. My zine 
became very popular because it 
became something that was filling 
a void.” 

The term “bad job” was even 
given a pop-cultural equivalent — 
“McJob,” a reference to fast food 
giant McDonalds. In the Pacific 
northwest, mega-café chain Star- 
bucks took on similar mythical 
proportions, thanks in part to 
some highly-publicized McDon- 
alds-style unionization drives. 
Brooks says she originally wanted 
to call her book “Everyone at Star- 
bucks has a degree,” but her pub- 
lisher, Arsenal Pulp Press, knew 
there would be legal ramifications 
so nixed the idea. 

But in an interview to promote 
the book, Brooks won't let Star-

bucks rest. 

“I remember reading an inter- 
view with somebody from Star- 
bucks who said, ‘yeah, my wage is 
the price of two double lattes an 
hour’,” Brooks said. 

“And, when you think about 
watching people stream in and out 
of one of those places, it’s a little 
surprising there's not more of that 
— y'know, taking it out on the 
consumers.” 

This points to another strength 
in Bad Jobs. The book also chroni- 
cles some employees’ reactions to 
their unpleasant surroundings — 

be it unsafe conditions, abu- 
‘f sive bosses or demeaning 
work. In one case, readers 
are rudely introduced to 
possible ingredients, added by 
bored or disgruntled ice plant 
employees, in the ice cubes they 
consumed New Year’s Eve. Brooks 
says such sabotage reflects a pow- 
erlessness; workers don’t feel they 
can express their frustrations to 
Imanagement, so they take them 
out on consumers or customers. 
And she suggests sabotage hap- 
pens at all levels of work, from the 
factory to the flop house to the 
high-rise office tower. 

But really, are North American 
jobs that bad? As Brooks readily 
admits, people in other parts of the 
world have it way worse. If Bad 
Jobs sells successfully, is it just 
another way for some slackerly

Corners, Street of Blood is about three

after she pricks her finger, but she must also 
deal with the arrival of her son Eden (a 
karaoke singing gay terrorist) and Esme 
Massengill (a has-been vampire actress 
seeking rejuvenation and fresh blood). 

“Blood is everywhere in our culture, figu- 
ratively and literally,” Burkett said, citing 
everything from the image of the blood of 
Christ being promoted’ by the organized 
Christian right to the modern cult of the 
celebrity. 

“After all, the celebrity is the modern 
vampire, constantly seeking adoration and 
attention, constantly draining, feeding off of 
the public.” 

The idea of the actor as vampire (or vam- 
pire as actor) also attracted Burkett, leading 
him to create the play’s troupe of vampire 
performers. 

“Actors and vampires are very similar: 
both live at night, both feed on their audi- 
ence and need that fix, and their victims go 
away and are renewed every night.” 

The biggest irony has to be a play that’s 
all about blood where all the ‘performers’ 
have none. “I’m producing a theatre of

Settling the score

It’s not very modern. I like 
(Raminsh’s) courage because he 
wrote it (at a time) when it was 
not (stylish) to write pretty music, 
but he did. He went back to music 
that everybody was listening to. 
He did that 10 years ago.” 

Barrios was very open about 
how he prepares to conduct a 
work that he has not heard previ- 
ously and “by a composer I haven't 
met!” 

“Music is music. You have the 
score and then you have every- 
thing. With my preparation in com- 
position, I am prepared to read any 
chord and to know how it sounds 
and to go deeper and to try to find 
what the composer meant when he 
wrote it.” 

Cellist Prochazka, meanwhile, 
continues to enjoy an international 
career as a solo performer, cham- 
ber musician and teacher. At pre-

Navarra (Paris) and Janés Starker 
(Bloomington, Ind.). She has gar- 
nered several prizes in various 
international competitions and 
performed all over the globe, from 
Vienna into the Middle East and on 
to Southeast Asia and Australia. 
She moved to Edmonton with her 
family in 1986. 

The Boccherini was the first 
concerto Prochazka ever per- 
formed with orchestra, during her 
teenage years. 

“But it was not in this particular 
arrangement. Essentially, there are 
two Boccherini B-flat cello concer- 
tos. One has to know this because 
the original score was lost for a 
long time and was eventually 
found in Germany by a cellist 
(Friedrich Griitzmacher) in the 
mid-to-late last century. He then 
romanticized and made his own 
version. 

“The original is very virtuosic 
whereas the Griitzmacher, the 
German romantic one, has been 
technically simplified. There were 
various horrendously difficult bits 
(that were) sliced. Old Griitz- 
macher decided that he didn’t par- 
ticularly want to play them, so I 
guess that he put something else in 
there instead. You will notice, too, 
that the second movement bat 
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shake-ups in the Canadian music industry in 1998. For the remainder of 

‘this month, this weekly column will sound-off on a few of them. 

In 1976, the Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications 
Commission (CRTC) was established. Since that time, Section 3 of the 
Broadcasting Act required that the Canadian broadcasting system encour- 
age the development of Canadian expression. To ensure those goals were 
achieved, the CRTC established quantitative requirements, with Canadian 
content becoming a fundamental aspects of Canadian broadcasting 

Following an extensive public process, a recent amendment took effect 
Jan. 3, 1999. The CRTC increased the level of Canadian music that com- 
mercial radio stations must broadcast from 30 per cent to 35 per cent. 
Canadian commercial radio stations must meet this requirement both over 
the week and between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. Monday through Friday. As well, 
radio stations will have to air Canadian music selections in their entirety to 
be able to count them towards the 35 per cent. (So much for trying to 
segue into commercials with “snippets”, y'all). 

Commercial radio stations using the “oldies” format allegedly have a 
limited supply of Canadian music, so the CRTC allowed these stations to 
apply to maintain the current level of 30-per-cent Canadian music. 

You often hear disputes over whether the CRTC Cancon requirements 
are truly beneficial. One can only assume it depends on what side of the 
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New Cancon levels henefit artists 


fence one sits. In general, you could safely assume the five-per-cent 
increase pleases the musician and displeases the broadcaster. 

There were hard feelings between these two parties just last year when 
Bill C-32 of the Copyright Act was approved. Section 1 of this bill was the 
blank tape levy; Section 2 was Neighbouring Rights payments. 

Neighbouring Rights are royalties granted to performers, producers and 
record companies who put out a song. For example, Insensitive was writ- 
ten by Anne Loree, recorded and made a hit by Jann Arden. Up until last 
year, Loree would get songwriter royalties; publishers’ royalties would be 
a negotiated split, and Arden would get mechanicals from the label. Now 
Arden, Ed Cherney and A&M Records would be eligible for Neighbouring 
Rights for having turned the song into a hit. It is estimated broadcasters 
could end up owing $24 million in Neighbouring Rights fees annually. 

However, there can only be harder feelings towards disgruntled radio 
stations who have recently announced they will have a hard time coming 
up with 35-per-cent Canadian music (gimme shelter!). In what can only be 
construed as an attempt to appease those lazy sloths who would rather 
just force-feed us anything the American stations are spewing out, the 
Canadian Recording Industry Association (CRIA) is currently negotiating a 
proposal to broaden the definition of what constitutes Canadian content. 

The MAPL System is currently used to qualify songs as Cancon. RPM 
magazine's Stan Klees designed the system. The four basic sections are M 
—— Music composed by a Canadian; A — Artist performing is a Canadian; P 
— Produced in Canada; L — Lyrics written by a Canadian. To qualify as 
“Canadian content,” a song must fulfill a minimum of two conditions. 

Bear in mind, only two sections fulfilled and you qualify. But no, now it 
is being proposed that an additional category be added to recognize the 
nationality of the producer and break the artist category in two, with one 
point given for citizenship and one for nationality. Two of the six would 
still qualify. Real Canadian songwriters, music publishers, studio owners 
and producers should be seriously offended. One local grassroots record 
label owner calls this lobbying “The David Foster Effect.” Then there was 
Bruce Allen’s whining when Bryan Adams did not qualify for Cancon when 
he started recording in England, with Mutt Lange producing and writing 
lyries. (Ple-e-ease! Let’s up the existing to three categories!) 

Whatever you call it, this all smells like something is rotten in Canada. 
What kind of statement does this make about the state of the industry? 
Where does the blame fall? Are the radio stations’ musical directors’ hands 
(and ears) tied by the stations’ owners? Certainly, they need to attract lis- 
tenership, but let’s make a bit of a leap of faith here, folks. If people claim 
they can’t come up with 35-per-cent Canadian, it’s time to dig a bit deeper. 

For your information, Edmonton has 14 radio stations. Aside from 
CKUA, CBC (which voluntarily plays 50-per-cent Canadian) and CJSR, 
how many music directors have you seen in the clubs, at the concerts and 
festivals during the past year. The answer is two: The Bear’s Matt Mauler 
and KRock’s Terry Evans. That’s gotta tell you something right there.

have encouraged Q to keep busy 
touring his live show at selected 
raves and concerts around the 
globe. 

REMIX recently hooked up with 
Q just before an afternoon record- 
ing session in-sunny California, 
where he was working on a new 
album. 

REMIX: Tell me a little bit 
about the new project. 

Q: I’m halfway done and I know 
what the album should sound like; 
I'm just in the process of produc- 
ing. It’s finally to the point where I 
can do what I wanted to do from 
the beginning with Uberzone — 
being able to express all the ideas 
with the project — whereas, when 
I started out, | was just producing 
singles. 

The success of those singles 
took me off guard, ’cause I sudden- 
ly had to play out live shows and 
work on remixes. I basically got 
distracted from doing a full-length 
album. My original intention was 
to do the whole big picture, just 
like a score. So now that I’m work- 
ing on the album, it’s giving me the 


* 


opportunity to be a little bit more 
experimental, and not thinking as 
much in terms of every track hav- 
ing to work on the dance floor 

It’s been really fun working on 
the album; it’s given me the chance 
to be self-indulgent, in the sense 
where I can flow a little more, 
More than half of the album will be 
typical Uberzone dance-floor stuff, 
with a couple of down-tempo 
tracks and even a few vocal tracks 
I recorded a track with Afrika 
Bamabaataa and Soul Sonic Force 
called Too Cogl For School. 

So the album will contain a bit 
of everything? 

The record will have a lot more 
than just dance singles. I really 
want to make it a record where 
you put it on, listen and, by the 
third song in, you still won’t know 
what the record is about. | want to 
catch the listener by surprise. 

Many electronic music produc- 
ers are starting to experiment 
with vocals and just trying new 
things with their music. The first 
genre that comes to mind right 
now is drum & bass. For exam-

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ple, artists like Grooverider and 
DJ Rap are making full-length 
vocal albums 

It’s true and it’s because, when 
you're a producer, at times you 
become self-indulgent and the 
scene almost urges you to be that 
way. Because the music is based 
so heavily on integrity. People are 
so hyper and concerned about 
maintaining their integrity that, at 
one point, it does become too self 
indulgent 

In my opinion, if you want to be 
too self-indulgent, make music 
put it on a DAT and listen to it 
yourself. 

When I’m writing music for a 
vinyl release, it’s for the DJs, and I 
keep that in mind and make music 
for the dance floor. If you are mak- 
ing a CD, vou want to make it for 
an environment such as a home, 
where I'm not going to alienate the 
dance music fans but I’m gonna try 
to broaden the spectrum and make 
the music interesting to listen to. 

I always found your music to 
be different. I don’t know what it 
is; maybe it’s the West Coast tech- 
no influence. Anyway, that shit 
you've been putting out on City of 
Angels is hot! 

Thanks, it’s very flattering when 
someone tells me that music 
sounds different. [t’s important 
because that shows my personali- 
ty. It shows in my music because 
I've been doing this. music for a 
long time — 18 years. 

I take a Jot of pride in my music. 
I don’t sample beats off other peo- 
ple’s records. From the bass lines 
to the kicks and snares, everything 
is done from scratch. Not to slag 
hip hop, but the hip-hop approach 
is to sample everything from other 
people's records, making it diffi- 
cult to create an identity. I think, 
when you write the music from 
seratch, you tend to go for the 
sounds that really please you. 
When you make music this way, 
you will have a personal imprint.

And while 
all my smart, funny female friends 
had lots of opinions about politics 
and the state of the world, our 
favorite topic was, and still is, boys 
and sex. 

Some consider this shallow, friv- 
olous. But one thing I've learned in 
the four years I've been penning 
My Messy Bedroom is that peo- 
ple’s struggles to have healthy, 
happy relationships are not frivo- 
lous. People’s needs to have their 
sexual preferences and choices 
explained and validated are not 
shallow. People’s hunger for infor- 
mation about sex and relation- 
ships, while occasionally inspired 
by the same curiosity we have 
about Bill Clinton’s sex life, is basi- 
cally genuine. 

Interpersonal relationships and 
sexual attraction are mind-bog- 
gling subjects. We’ve been anx- 
ious, confused and curious about 
them since the beginning of time. 
Many of the questions bear repeat- 
ing with each generation. When I 
get a letter from a 16-year-old girl 
who says I've helped her feel more 
secure in her developing sexuality, 
I can’t help but feel honored. Even, 
or perhaps especially, when my 
column inspires hatred, it makes 
me sit up and take note of my 
responsibility. I have at least one 
particularly charming “fan” whose 
vile diatribes against me and my 
entire gender, while disturbing, 
convince me of the need for 
women to talk about this stuff. 

As a woman writing about sex, 
there is resentment. And a certain 
amount of titillation. I often get 
strange looks when people meet 
me for the first time. They expect 
me to arrive bearing whips and 
leather and are either disappointed 
or pleasantly surprised to find 'm 


just a regular gal who grew up in 


the country in small-town Ontario, 


more and the boys seemed to 
respond more eagerly when we 
used sex and relationships as the 
medium for our feminist messages. 
It’s also, I believe, an extension of 
our role in relationships. For the 
most part, we're still the emotional 
caretakers. I've always said I'd love 
to see a thoughtful, honest sex col- 
umn by a straight man. To me, that 
would be a real indicator that 
“we've come a long way, baby.” 

Every guy I’ve gone out with 
while I’ve had this column has 
claimed they should get a chance 
to give their side of the story. I'd 
gladly give up the space, I tell 
them. Not one has ever come up 
with anything. A colleague once 
handed me an article that address- 
ed this whole issue rather well. In 
an article called “Sex Tips for 
Boys” for the Web magazine Media 
Circus, James Poniewozik writes 
about the abundance of women 
writing about sex.

“That women (and the occasion- 
al gay man, like Dan Savage) are 
now the dominant voice of sex is 
only fair, after years of priapparazzi 
jawboning dating back to Henry 
Miller and before, but that doesn’t 
make it an improvement.

T=: year is an important one for space exploration. In 


destined for Mars took off and a few days ago its 
companion was launched, marking the beginning of a 
hectic schedule on NASA's launch pads. You can find 
out all about these missions on the Internet.

NASA's web masters have a gift for simple design. Of 
course, the NASA sites look fabulous because their con- 


tent’s so cool. 


The most recerit missions are the Mars Polar Lander 
and the Mars Climate Orbiter. The Climate Orbiter was 
launched Dec. 11 and will reach Mars in September. It 
will go into a permanent polar orbit of Mars and will 
work as part of a communications relay with future 
Mars missions. In the immediate future, it will work 
with the Polar Lander, which will reach the Red Planet 
in December, landing near the edge of the South Polar 
Cap during the Martian summer. It carries two probes 
which will burrow beneath the surface searching for 


signs of waiter and life. 


(The Polar Lander/Climate Orbiter web site has a con- 
test, asking surfers to come up with names for the two 
probes. My submissions? Ken and Barbie.) 

Other launches and sites abound. This year there will 
be seven missions in which parts for the new interna- 
tional space centre will be sent into orbit. You can find 
out about them at the station’s website. 

And check out the NEAR asteroid chaser, launched 
two years ago to study Eros, which is classified as a 
minor planet. It will rendezvous with the asteroid this 
month. Another ambitious program will see a spacecraft 
named Stardust launched in February. It will intercept 
comet Wild/2 in January, 2004, collect debris from the 
comet's tail, and return with the samples in 2006. 

You can also find information about the Hubble Space 
Telescope online. Hubble images are incredible. Other 
launches this year include the Ultraviolet Spectroscopic 
Explorer, which takes off in March. Other astronomical 
launches include the Wide Field Infrared Explorer and 
the Advanced X-Ray Astrophysics Facility.
